Note that claims 2-4,6,14-18,21 ,27 and 29 have been cancelled, new claims 34- 
41 are added (the original claims are rewritten in independent forms), claims 22-26 
have been amended to avoid improper dependency. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 22-26,28,30-31, and 34-41 are allowable over the prior art because none 
of the prior art documents discloses or suggests the claimed formulae of polythiophenes 
or the process for the preparation of polythiophenes having the claimed formulae.
